— At six o'clock 
this morning the air-tight quarantine

"The real daagtr la Keatucky lies 
not la yellow favar, but la typhoid 
rever. More people dl« la tfkia atate 
from I lie latter disease every month 
hail have ever died here f:om yellow 
fever We had belter concern our- 
selves about the real plague at home 
rhe 12.S06 caaea laat yaar could have 
been prevented. Malaria fever car. 
be prevented by the same precautions 
that are required to prevent yellow 
fever. Screened bouaea will practical- 
ly eliminate both typhoid and malaria 
tavera In Kentucky. By proper pre- 
cautionary meaaures we oaa elimi- 
nate consumption If all the sputum 
(DiiRhid up in a vear were destroyed 
i~ ■ ,v roMi;lieii ii|). iliere would be 
no toui'Umpiion In Kentucky. Ty- 
phoid fever, which could have been 
prevaated, cost Kentucky laat year 
over 1900,000, besides the lives tha- 
were sai riflce;! " 

As lo (he means ot picventiuK 
these ihlnga. Dr. McCormack said: 

"Wkat caa we do to prevent these 
dlsaaaoa? Why, claaa your premiaas 
thoroughly, deatroy the breeding 
iilaces of mosquitoes, screen houses, 
hut 1)111 Ih lyplioid-carryinK tlies, 
Ubsorve these precautions and you 
Witt eliminate these diseases. Mala- 
ria fever la caaaad solely by the ma- 
laria raoaqnlto. It was formerly be- 
lieved that malaria was lau.^ed from 
inaisliv croiind. I>iii this Ihetiry has 
bel li exiilodcd. Yon could live ali 
summer in a marsh If £0B lived in a 
aereened bouae aad yoa would aever 
I on tract malaria taver. The aame 
precautions that will keep out the 
vi'llow fever lliosqnilo aiiil will keep 

out the liies which are the chief in- 
struments In carrying typhoid favar 
"Then you can prevent consump- 
tion by the proper precautionary 

measnii s \Vli> . if all the substance 
coiiKhed up ii> I oiisumptives wi re de 
siroyed as n «a-. muehed up for f.
